“Were playing it by ear,”said 
Jichert:“If were suddenly inun- 
dated with petitions，then we'll 
divert resources to handle it.” 

Many American citizens and 
permanent residents have helped 
relatives in China obtain proper 
certification for immigration to 
the US by petitioning INS. Once 
they have Provided necessary 
documentation -the forms are sent 
to whatever American consulate 
the applicant requests， usually 
Hong Kong Then， American 
consulates inform the prospective 
immigrant of his status with what 
Ilchert called a“Hong Kong 13 
jetter.， The Department of State， 
not INS, then issues the immigrant 
Visa.， 

REPORT 

According to one recent Teport， 
as many as 17;000 such petitions 
for persons living in China have 
already been approved. (A_ small 
portion of the 200,300 to 300,000 
approved worldwide last year). 

But 站 will be a sticky，time- 
consuming task to process the 
applications of those exiting China 
in the coming months，most of 
them hoping to make a quick 
journey to the US. 

Once in Hong Kong, they will 
be given appointment numbers by 
American consular officials _ and 
called_ in. for interviews -before 
issuance of the coveted immigra- 
tion Visas， 

There is little their relatives in 
the US can do，said INS District 
director Ilchert, except wait.

9ome members of the commun- 
ity had said thevy were fearful that

SAN JOSE 一 Mary Anhn Jue 
Wong was born in Clarksdale， 
Mississippi，a town of 20,000- 
25.000， people .with only one 
Chinese American family tbhen. 
Her husband，Ernie VWong，was 
born in Holly Grove，Arkansas， 
whose population has remained 
the same (700 people) for the last 
45 vears， Their stories reveal 
something of the_ attitudes and 
lifestvles of the Chinese pioneers in 
the Deep South . 

Marv Ann's parents were both 
from Hoiping， 和 wangtung， 
China, They were married at the 
age of 15, before her father left for 
the United States， Hearing of 
business opportunities in Miss- 
issippi、he left San Francisco and 
opened a grocery store in Clarks- 
dale. After five years he returned 
to China for a visit, so Mary Ann s 
older sister was born in China. 
Then after ten years of building 
UP his grocery business，he was 
able to bring his family to the 
United States. 

Marv Ann was the first child to 
be born in the family in the United 
States. Over the years the family 
expanded to .six girls and one 
bov. The only boy is not the
